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STINGERS JOIN ONTARIO IN ‘87 


Stinger hockey, despite a 4th place finish in the tough Quebec Conference, is on 
the rebound. So says veteran Coach Paul Arsenault after his team's recent out- 
standing performance against the Ottawa Gee Gees. 


Since Christmas, following a six game tour of Czechoslovakia, the Stingers have 
played outstanding hockey. ‘The goaltending of former Bramalea Junior Dave Sharpe 
has given the Stingers a chance to win every game. But the Lack of goalscoring — 
orowess has resulted in crucial losses to McGill, Clarkson, Ottawa and Three Rivers. 


The scoring statistics tell the story as only 4 players have scored more than 10 

goals thus far this year. Jeff Carter, former Brockville Jr. star, has 13 goals and 
10 assists, Ottawa Jr. Paul Brovohy has 11 goals and 12 assists, Cornwall defenceman 
Giles Lascelle has 11 goals and 14 assists and Frank Morris leads the team with 12 
goals\and 24 assists. Last season the team had 9 players with over 10 goals including 
All Canadian Mark Kosturik with 38 goals and 42 assists. Two players who could have 
made the difference are Rob Boyle and Brent Cater. Boyle, a solid 200 lbs. winger 
from the North York Juniors in Toronto scored 12 goals and 17 assists as a rookie 

last year. However, an early season injury and a broken wrist following the Czech 

trip has severely handicapoed his shooting during the second half. Boyle, incidentally, 
was the Stingers leading scorer in Czechoslovakia with 6 goals and 2 assists. Cater, 
another solid two way performer and a former Central Junior league star, scored 37 
points last season. This year, however, he was unable to olay during the early season 
because of academic scheduling and his production has drooped to 20 voints. 


ONTARIO BOUND 


The Stingers will officially join the Ontario Conference along with McGill and Three 
Rivers. Coach Arsenault is looking for a much better schedule featuring Queens,R.M.C., 
Toronto, York, Guelph, McMaster, Brock and Ryerson. ‘he variety of teams should 
help the fan support which has fallen off over the past few seasons. The Stingers will 
bring to Ontario one of the finest traditions in Canadian college hockey. Perennial 
Quebec champions up until '85 Stinger teams rank with Toronto and Alberta as Canadian 


college powers. 
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JUNIOR VARSITY ‘THE KEY “TO STINGER SUCCESS ... %
